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Annual Report for the Year 1 939-40 


SECTION i. 

VICE-CHANCELLOR’S OBSERVATIONS. 

The year under review has been singularly free from 
cases of serious indiscipline among students in contrast 
with the previous year. This is a condition which will be 
considered satisfactory by all — the authorities of colleges, 
students and their guardians, and the public in general. 
It is to be hoped that this improvement will be maintained 
in future. 

The University is soon going to have a Medical 
Faculty and a Medical College at Agra. The Medical School 
at Agra was an old one and for some years tl^re appeared 
to have grown a general desire among the people of Agra 
and its neighbourhood that the standard of training should 
be raised to that of a Degree college. In response to that 
general desire, a technical committee of experts went 
through all details and recommended a comprehensive 
scheme for the Degree college. When the matter came up 
before the University a strong committee with several 
eminent medical men of India was set up to consider the 
question of recognition of the Medical School at Agra. 
There has not been any substantial difference in the opin- 
ions of the experts of the two committees. Although un- 
usual this is highly satisfactory. The University has now 
framed the necessary Statutes which have been recom- 
mended by the Executive Council for adoption by the 
Senate. As soon as tHe Statutes are passed the College 
will be formally recognised and immediate arrangements 
made for its recognition by the University and for the 
constitution of the Faculty of Medicine. 

Another important development has been the passing 
of the Statutes recognising the Degree of Bachelor of 
Training for graduates who intend to work as teachers. 
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The need for such training is not so great in the 
United Provinces in which there are several institutions — 
at Allahabad, Benares, Lucknow and Aligarh. But it is 
not easy for one coming from outside the U. P. to be 
admitted to these institutions. This seriously handicaps 
the schools in Rajputana and Central India where teachers 
are mostly untrained mainly because of lack of adequate 
facilities for training. Now that the necessary Statutes 
have been passed it is expected that some institution with- 
in this area will be started to take advantage of the facili- 
ties offered and be recognised by the University. 

Government have decided tojexpand the University 
Training Corps and will recruit a few commissioned 
officers directly from the Corps. This is highly satisfac- 
tory. But the University has a long-standing grievance 
in this matter. The share allotted to the University is 
much smaller than what its numbers in the Colleges in 
the United Provinces would justify. It is to be hoped 
that if any direct recruitment is made, this University will 
have its due share of such recruitment.

For years the University has been asking Government 
to have the Training Corps extended to Cawnpore, 
Bareilly, and Gorakhpore. But a serious handicap threa- 
tens this desirable expansion. It is expected by Govern- 
ment that the expansion of U. T. C. will not cost them 
more in providing instructional staff. Thus Government 
expect the University to expand the U. T. C. without 
any increase in the staff. This will in effect mean that 
there can be expansion only where the instructional staff 
already exist. 

In the case of a unitary university the question is 
simple. But in the case of an affiliating university like 
Agra University it will be impossible for it to open any 
new centre. Thus the expansion can take place at Agra 
and Meerut But in places like Cawnpore, Bareilly, and 
Gorakhpore, where there is no U. T. C. now and therefore 
no instructional staff, it will be impossible to open fresh 
platoors under the new scheme. Yet in any scheme of 
expansion the University is bound to think of these fresh 
centres, especially Cawnpore where there are four Degree 
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Colleges and Bareilly where the number in the College is 
large. 

The University has made representations to Govern- 
ment pointing out this difficulty and hopes that a relaxa- 
tion in the condition regarding instructional staff will be 
made in the case of this University in order to enable it to 
open fresh centres under the new scheme of expanding the 
University Training Corps. 

This meeting of the Senate will be the last to be held 
during the term of office of the present Vice-Chancellor 
and he takes this opportunity to thank the members of the 
various University bodies as also the staff of the Univer- 
sity office for the uniform courtesy shown to him and 
their ready co-operation. Without such co-operation it 
would have been impossible for him to do what little he 
has been able to do for the good of the University.

REPORTS OF THE DEANS OF FACULTIES. 


FACULTY OF ARTS.

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FACULTY OF LAW. 

The year under review has not been an eventful one, 
and the Faculty, besides doing ordinary routine business, 
dealt only with a few matters of minor importance. 

The Faculty in its annual meeting held on 10th 
November, 1938, had referred the proposal for the inclu- 
sion of Company Law in the courses of Study for the 
LL. B. Final examination to the Board of Studies in Law 
to express its view on the point The Board of Studies 
in Law recommended that the present syllabus was already 
heavy and comprehensive for a two years’ course and that 
in its opinion it would not be advisable to add a new 
subject at present. This recommendation of the Board of 
Studies in Law was considered by the Faculty at its 
meeting held in November last and the Faculty after full 
discussion agreed with the recommendation of the Board. 

The Faculty in its l ist annual meeting considered and 
approved the recommendation of the Board of Studies in 
Law that Statute 5 (2) of Chapter XXIX- A (Exami- 
nations-General) be so amended as to reduce the number of 
lectures to be delivered to students preparing for LL. M. 
examination to a minimum of 50 ; but this recommendation 
did not find favour with the Academic Board. The 
Faculty in its last meeting also considered the proposal 
for the inclusion of the Indian Income-Tax Act as amended 
up-to-date in the courses of Study for the LL.B. Final 
examination and referred the matter to the Board of 
Studies in Law for its opinion. Another matter which 
came up for consideration before the Faculty at its last 
meeting was the proposal that the minimum number of 
holding Moot Courts for the Previous and Final Law 
classes should be prescribed and this question also has been 
referred to the Board of Studies to express its view on 
the point.

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FACULTY OF COMMERCE. 

The number of colleges teaching up to the B.Com. 
standard was four in the year under report, the S. D. 
College, Cawnpore, the St. John’s College, Agra, the 
D. A.-V. College, Cawnpore, and the Maharaja’s College, 
Jaipur. 

The Faculty carried on its business of a routine 
nature and therefore there is nothing of any importance 
to report. 

It is absolutely necessary that a conference of the 
representatives of all the Universities in the United 
Provinces which have a Faculty of Commerce should be 
convened to work out plans for co-ordinating the teaching 
of the subject and bringing it on a common basis. 

The Agra University should seriously consider the 
question of starting M.Com. classes and making the 
courses more practical.

FACULTY OF AGRICULTURE.

The 
Faculty co-opted five members and also formed the Board 
pf Studies with Dr. T. S. Sabnis as its Convener. 

The Faculty recommended that there should be eleven 
members of the Board of Studies in Agriculture instead 
of nine as at present, in view of the introduction of a new, 
optional group Rural Economics and Estate Management 
in the B.Sc. (Ag.) course.

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SECTION III. 

REGISTRAR’S REPORT. 


1.— INTRODUCTORY AND GENERAL'. 

The year under review July 1, 1939 to June 30, 1940 
is the thirteenth year of the working of the Agra Univer- 
sity. The Senate passed Statutes ( 1 ) laying down the 
minimum academic qualifications required of teachers in 
the affiliated colleges, (2) permitting ex-students to change 
one of their subjects, and (3) for condoning attendance 
of students who may have to be engaged in any work 
connected with the present war. The Statutes for the 
B. T. Degree Examination which had been sent back by 
H. E. the Chancellor for re-consideration were again 
submitted to him after making the necessary amendments. 
They have since been assented to and it is hoped that 
from next year two colleges will begin to train students 
for the B. T. Degree Examination. The question of re- 
ducing the strength of the Faculties by doing away with 
co-opted members which had been under consideration for 
some time was finally dropped by the University. 

The Statutes for the Ph. D. degree along with the 
revised Statutes for the D. Sc. and D. Litt. degrees were 
finally passed by the Senate in November last and have 
since received the assent of His Excellency the Chancellor. 

A very gratifying feature of the year has been the 
action taken by the University to create a Faculty of Medi- 
cine. The Government of the United Provinces expres- 
sed a desire to raise the Medical School of Agra (which 
had so far been training students for the L.S.M.F. diploma), 
to a degree college and in response to the wish of the 
Government, the Vice-Chancellor appointed a committee 
to prepare a scheme. The Committee, of which the Vice- 
Chancellor was the Chairman, has recommended the 
necessary changes in the statutes of the Agra University, 
suggested a scheme of examination for the M. B., B. S. 
degree and laid down the conditions under which the Me- 
dical College of Agra may be affiliated to the University. 
The draft statutes will be considered by the Senate at its 
next meeting and it is expected that the Faculty of Medicine 
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will be constituted in December, 1940 and the University 
will be able to conduct the First M. B., B. S. Examination 
in April, 1941. 

2.— ADMINISTRATION. 

Dr. P. Basu, m.a., ph.d., b.l., Principal, Holkar Col- 
lege, Indore, continued to be the Vice-Chancellor. Pandit 
Shyam Sundar Sharma continued to be the Registrar. 

3. — UNIVERSITY MEETINGS. 

The annual meeting of the Senate was held on No- 
vember 17, 1939. There were five meetings of the Execu- 
tive Council, four meetings of the Board of Inspection and 
one meeting of the Academic Board. The Finance Commit- 
tee met three times. The Faculties of Arts, Science, Law, 
Commerce and Agriculture and the various Boards of 
Studies had one meeting each. 

4. — AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Recognitions were granted (1) to Meerut College for 
teaching Botany and Zoology to B. Sc. classes and Com- 
merce to B.Com. classes, (2) D.A.-V. College, Cawnpore, 
for teaching Political Science to M. A. classes, (3) St. 
Andrew’s College, Gorakhpur, for teaching Politics to B.A. 
classes, (4) Agricultural College, Cawnpore, for teaching 
Rural Economics and Estate Management to B.Sc. (Ag.) 
classes, and (5) to Holkar College, Indore, for teaching 
Sanskrit to M. A. classes. 

Madhava College, Ujjain, was granted affiliation and 
permitted to start the B. A. and B. Sc. classes on certain 
conditions but the College could not start classes in the 
present session. 

Balwant Rajput College, Agra, has been affiliated to the 
University for the B Sc. (Ag. ) degree and the First Year 
B.Sc. (Ag.) class was formed in July, 1940. 

5.— HOSTELS. 

No new hostel was recognised during the course of 
the year. 
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6.— EXAMINATIONS. 

3,728 candidates appeared at the various examinations 
of the University held in April, 19d0. Of these 3,103 
were regular candidates, 543 teachers, 8 Inspectors and 74 
women candidates. The corresponding numbers of can- 
didates at the examinations of 1939 were 3,056 regular 
candidates, 466 teachers, 8 Inspectors and 47 women can- 
didates. A statement of the results of examinations of 
1940 is contained in Appendix 1. 

7.— ENROLMENT. 

The total number of students enrolled during the 
year as members of the University was 2,116. The num- 
bers of students in the degree and post-graduate classes in 
the affiliated colleges of the University on September 1, 
1938 and September 1, 1939 were as follows: —

Agra University. 

Strength. 

At present the strength of the University Training 
Corps, sanctioned for the colleges of the Agra University, 
is three platoons: — 

1 . Agra Detachment — 2 platoons of “C” Com- 

pany, comprising 2 Commissioned Officers 
and 91 N.-C. O.’s and men, recruited from 
the Agra and St. John’s Colleges. 

2. Meerut Detachment . — 1 platoon of “D” Com- 

pany, comprising 1 under-officer and 36 
N.-C. O.’s and men. 

Annual Training. 

The Annual Training consists of three parts: — 

(1) An annual camp of 15 days in which the 

whole battalion assembles for training. 

(2) Weekly parades, normally at least 5 per week. 

(3) The annual musketry course. 

In addition, detachments may hold small private 
camps for additional training.

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Annual Camp. 

In the year 1939-40 the Annual Camp was held at 
Lucknow from the 1st to the 15th November. The Agra 
and Meerut detachments were present in good strength. 

Detachment Training. 

*Agra Detachment. — There was a large number of 
recruits at the beginning of the session and many had to 
be refused enrolment. The detachment training was 
carried on with great enthusiasm. 

We made good progress in the local training and with 
the exception of the O. C. reported almost full strength at 
the camp which was held at Lucknow. 

After the camp of training we continued to carry out 
individual training till the end of February when the 
annual musketry course was fired. The shooting was 
very satisfactory, and the attendance at the long range was 
fairly good. 

|Meerut Detachment. — The work began with usual 
vigour in July, 1939. More than 60 students competed for 
18 vacancies. The revised syllabus of training issued by 
the Head Quarters began to be carried on with great 
enthusiasm. But in the beginning of October, the College 
being closed due to the outbreak of riots in the city, the 
training had to stop. Moreover, the detachment did not 
proceed to camp because of certain circumstances. How- 
ever, a Miniature Camp was held on the Roorkeeroad 
from the 2nd of January to the 5th of January 1940. 
The platoon while at camp was inspected by Brigadier- 
General J. A. Aizlewood, m.c., Commandant, 3rd (Meerut)' 
Cavalry Brigade; and Col. T. F O’Donnell, m.c., v.jx, 
our Principal, on 5th and 4th January respectively. A 
Tanks demonstration was also arranged. 

One cadet appeared for the Proficiency Examination 
this year and he passed. Fourteen prizes for regular 
attendance, and four prizes for efficiency were awarded 
to cadets by the Principal.

Lastly we thank our Principal, for his keen interest 
in U. T. C. affairs which he showed by inspecting the 
platoon several times and encouraging the recruits in their 
.work. 

*10.— AGRA UNIVERSITY SPORTS, 1939. 

Agra University Sports were held for the second 
time in succession on the Agra College new ground on 
November 17 and 18, 1939. Dr. Y. Prasad acted as 
Honorary Secretary of the Sports Committee which ran 
the meet. Nine colleges participated. One new item of 
220 yards dash was added to the programme. 

The Sir Malcolm Hailey Shield — the University 
Championship Shield — and the Individual Championship 
Shield were won by the Government College, Ajmer. The 
second and third pbsitions w T ere secured by Agra College, 
Agra, and Christ Church College, Cawnpore, respectively. 
The records, in almost all the items, were better than the 
previous years and certain new records were set up 
this year. An At Home was given in which a large num- 
ber of members of the staff of different colleges who came 
to attend the University Convocation, student competitors 
of different colleges and the gentries of Agra participated. 
The prizes were very kindly awarded by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor. The whole function was a great success. 

The income from the entry fee was Rs. 350 and the 
University contributed Rs. 650 making the total of 
Rs. 1,000 and expenditure amounted to Rs. 988/1 leaving 
a balance of Rs. 11/15. 

11. — CONVOCATION. 

The twelfth Convocation was held under a shamiana 
on the Agra University grounds on November 18, 1939. 
Dr. P. Basu, m.a., pIi.d., b.l., the Vice-Chancellor of 
the University, presided over the Convocation. The Con-

13.— BUILDINGS. 

There were no constructions during the year and 
there is nothing particular to report concerning the 
buildings. 

14.— LIBRARY. 

The total expenditure on Library during the year 
was Rs. 151-15-0. The total number of books in the 
Library at the end of the year was 11,227. 

Rules for the issue of books from the Library were 
revised by the Executive Council. According to the 
revised rules any member of the teaching staff of any 
affiliated college and every student, on depositing Rs. 5, 
can borrow books from the Library, provided that the 
Principal of the College concerned undertakes the respon- 
sibility for the safe return of books. Advantage was taken 
of the new rules both by the teachers and the students and 
a sufficiently large number of books was issued during the 
year. 


15.— RECOGNITION OF DEGREES

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SECTION IV. 

FINANCE. 

The year under report 1939-40 commenced with an 
opening balance of Rs. 308-3-6. The income during the 
year was Rs. 1,77,784-9-4 including Government Grant 
of Rs. 36,000 (Rs. 27,400 for general purposes and 
Rs. 8,600 for scholarships) and Rs. 1,10,491-9 on 
account of examination fee; and the expenditure was 
Rs. 1,71,466-15-2. We were again able to pay back 
Rs. 5,000 towards the loan of Rs. 24,000 from our Reserve 
Fund. Rs. 16,000 have still to be paid; a provision of 
Rs. 4,000 has been made in the current year 1940-41. 
The year closed with a credit balance of Rs. 1,625-13-8 
which also contained a special grant of Rs. 800 made by 
the Government for meeting the Travelling expenses of 
the Medical Committee set up by the Vice-Chancellor at 
the request of Government in connection with the affilia- 
tion of the Agra Medical School to the University. This 
amount was spent in April, 1940. Further details of 
income and expenditure will be found in Appendix 3. 

On March 31, 1940, the University had in its Capital 
Account 5% and 4% Government Promissory Notes of 
the face value of Rs. 44,000 and also a sum of Rs. 29,000 
in Fixed Deposits with the Imperial Bank of India, Agra, 
and Rs. 500 held in deposit by the Agra Electrical Supply 
Co. Ltd., as security. The sum of Rs. 73,000 in the 
Reserve bund includes a sum of Rs. 15,000 received from 
the Gwalior Darbar on condition that the amount would 
be handed over to the University with which Victoria 
College is affiliated, should such a University come into 
existence at a future date.

1.— AGRA COLLEGE, AGRA. 

During the year under review the number of students 
on the rolls was 913.

Staff: The teaching staff numbered 48 permanent 
and 7 temporary members as well as one physical instructor, 
including 9 members with European qualifications. Nine 
members of the staff resided in college quarters or hostels. 

Mr. Madho Lai Jaiswal, lecturer in Fhysics, died 
during the session and his place was filled by the promo- 
tion of Mr. Ram Sarup Singh. Dr. U. N. Chatterjee, 
M.Sc., Ph.D., was appointed lecturer in Botany in place of 
Mr. N. L. Pal, resigned. Mr. Ramesh Verma, M.A., was 
appointed temporary lecturer in Philosophy and Mr. 
Bishambhar Dayal Sharma temporary lecturer in Hindi. 

Research: Research work, as far as funds and 
facilities permit, continued to be pursued in all the Science 
and several of the Arts Departments. 

Library: The total number of books jn the general 
Library as well as in the Science Departments was 16,133 
and the amount spent during the year was Rs. 3.552-5-9. 
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Examination Results: In the B.A. examination 
one of our students secured first place in' the University. 
Two others stood 6th and 9th in order of merit. The

Games and Military Training: Without in any 
way relaxing our interest in games and field sports we 
were able to supplement our physical training by some 
measure of military training. This was provided for 
about 300 students who paid for their uniform, except 
boots which were supplied by the College. Qualified 
military instructors imparted instruction in military 
drill. A miniature rifle range was also opened. At the 
same time the scheme of medical examination was consi- 
derably extended and a qualified dentist was employed. 
It is unfortunately our experience that good health is not 
valued either by the students or by their guardians. The 
medical examination is evaded if possible and the advice 
of our dentist is usually ignored. We have come to the 
definite conclusion that propaganda on the importance of 
good health and the methods of attaining it are more 
important than medical treatment. The primitive view, 
that health is a matter of luck is still prevalent.

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2.— ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE, AGRA. 

Numbers: The total number of students in the 
College has been 541 and of these 288 belong to the 
University classes, 204 being in under-graduate classes and 
84 in post-graduate. In addition there are 2 Research 
students. The number of women students has increased 
to 49. 170 students reside in our own hostels. 

There have been 101 Muslim students, 75 Christian 
and 1 depressed class. 

Staff: The College staff numbers 48 and includes 
10 Professors with European qualifications; 17 members 
actually reside within the College premises. 

Library: The number of volumes in the Library is 
now 16,250, — 710 volumes having been added since last year. 
The special Economics Research Library has been consider- 
ably increased and now includes some 200 volumes. 

Research work: Government have continued to 
award the Research Scholarship in Chemistry. Four 
papers have been published bringing the total number 
published by our Chemistry Department to over 30. 
Several other papers are under preparation. 

The Zoology Department is continuing its Research 
work particularly in herpetology, and a Research student 
has been working for the Doctorate Degree of the Agra 
University. Some 35 papers in all have been published in 
this department. 

Rural Development work is continued on the 
same lines as last year at the renewed request of the 
District Rural Development Association. The co-opera- 
tion of students has been made more effective by the 
formation of a Rural Service Union which has had some 
30 student members working under the guidance of two 
members of the staff. Two post-graduate students have 
been writing Theses in Economics and it is expected that 
the number taking this option will increase next year. 

Athletics: We have had a successful year. Our 
Hockey team was among the best in Agra and won the 
Agra League Tournament and the Triangular Tourna- 
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ment among the Colleges in Agra. In Cricket we again 
won the Misra Shield Match with Agra College and our 
team went out on tour. Inter- Hostel and Circle competi- 
tions were carried on as usual. 

We have been able to secure the services of a fully 
trained Physical Instructor, and physical training classes 
are being developed for all students in Intermediate 
classes. 

The University Training Corps and the College 
Rover Scouts have continued their activities. Rover 
Scouts and other volunteers from staff and students of the 
College did commendable service after the heavy rains in 
September last. 

Social Service: In addition to the Night School 
previously conducted in the College, we have this year 
been running three additional Night Schools in the neigh- 
bouring villages where some 80 adults have been made 
literate. A small grant has been received from the 
Education Expansion Officer for this work, and a special 
course of training for workers in adult literacy work was 
again organised in the College, — 29 of our students quali- 
fying for this work. 

The Mark Memorial Institute continues to be a centre 
of social uplift work and the Municipal Board is con- 
tinuing its financial aid. Classes have again been organised 
for training in First Aid and 8 students qualified for the 
examination.

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Professors Club and Council : The Club continues 
to play an important part in every shape of college life. 
Some 10 interesting papers on varied topics were read in 
Academy. 

College Societies : Much activity was shown in prac- 
tically all the societies of the College. The management 
of the Reading Room, the Social section, the Literary and 
the Scientific societies was done very satisfactorily by the 
College Union. 

Magazine : The magazine was issued in three issues, 
the last being the Annual Number. These included the 
contribution in English, Hindi and Urdu.

It commenced functioning late in October and six 
meetings were held in which literary papers were read. 

Philosophical Society: This Society was revived 
this year and functioned well. It organised two general 
meetings of all students. The .first was a condolence 
meeting on the death of. the eminent psychoanalyst, Df. 
Sigismund Freud, and the second was addressed by 
Swami Samatanand, Fellow of the Theosophical Society. 

Hindi Society : Tulsi Jayanti and Prasad Jayanti 
were celebrated . besides other meetings. A ‘ kavi sam- 
melan ' was held under the presidentship of Mr. B. N. 
Jha, Inspector <$f Schools. On other occasions interest- 
ing .P a P ers wer e read. 
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Library: The total number of books added to 
the library during the year is 570, thus bringing the total 
number to about 16,801, There are also departmental 
libraries. 

Reading Room: Large number of students utilised 
the Journals and the periodicals. The want of a suitable 
place for the Reading Room is very keenly felt and the 
College hall is utilised for this purpose. 

Hostel: The total number of students in the Hindu 

Hostels was 255 and in the Muslim Hostel was— . 

The number of Muslim students was small, therefore 
some seats in the Muslim Hostel were given to Hindu 
students. The hostellers enjoyed good health throughout 
the year. There was absolute discipline in the hostels. 

Games and Sports: Students took very keen inter- 
est in games and sports. The season opened in Septem- 
ber and after some practice two preliminary trials were 
held for selecting out a team for the Agra University 
Sports. Due to the illness of one of the best athlete, 
T. N. Vyas, the team did not fare as happily as it could 
do otherwise. 

Physical Training and U.T.C. : During the year 
under review the P. T. Parades were converted into P. T. 
afid M. T. Parades by the introduction of compulsory 
military drill for all classes except post-graduate. Rifle 
drill was taught to the IV-year students with dummy 
rifles. 

The U.T.C. session this year began as usual from 
15th July, 1939. More than 60 candidates competed for 
18 vacancies. The training went on regularly with great 
vigour till the outbreak of communal clash in the city in 
October. 

Buildings: A magnificent tank for swimming pur- 
poses is under construction in the Victoria Park. A 
provision of Rs. 60,000 has been made in the next year's 
budget for the construction of a hall and Rs. 4,325 for. 
the construction of a separate B.Sc. practical room. 

The present hostel accommodation is very insufficient 
and it is regrettable that many students live in unsuitable 
surroundings without proper supervision. ' 
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Finances: The finances are in a satisfactory 
condition. The total expenditure for the year was 
Rs. 1,97,568-8-7 and the total income for the year was 
Rs. 1,97,367-0-6 and the opening balance on 1st April, 
1939, was Rs. 4,002-0-6, thus leaving a balance of 
Rs. 3,800-8-5.

In the Intermediate 
Examination the first two positions as also some other 
high positions have been secured by students of the College, 
In the B.Sc. one student is placed 5th in the order of merit. 
The candidate who stands first in the Intermediate Exa- 
mination is awarded the medal of the Board and also gets 
a scholarship of Rs. 8 per month. The candidate who 
stands second also gets a medal. A girl student, Miss 
Indu Patkar, stands first among the girl candidates of the 
Intermediate Examination and is awarded a medal. 

Guardian Tutor Groups: A new plan for increasing 
social and cultural contact between teachers and students 
of the College has been inaugurated in the year under 
review.

The scheme is expected to benefit 
the students by providing them with opportunities of 
more intimate and personal contact with their guardian- 
stutors.

Library and Reading Room : The total number of 
books in the Library is 12,535. In the year under review 
the amount spent was Rs. 3,275 (the usual grant), plus 
Rs. 500 (specially sanctioned for the purchase of books in 
Commerce), and the number of volumes added was 701, 

As usual the Reading Room was well-stocked with 
Magazines of various kinds in a number of languages. 
Forty-one Magazines were subscribed as follows : — 
1 English daily, 8 English weeklies, 14 English monthlies, 
3 English quarterlies, and 15 Magazines in Indian lan- 
guages (12 monthlies, 2 quarterlies, 1 weekly). 

Students’ Activities: Literary, social, and games 
activities of various kinds are conducted by the students 
themselves and are under the control of their central organi- 
sation, the Gymkhana. This is run on the lines of 
democratic bodies, and has class committee and students 
council for carrying on of its work. A few of its activi- 
ties are mentioned below : 

Poor Stu dents* Library:— Books worth Rs. 250 were added to the 
Library. The total number of books is 820. Books are issued to poor 
and deserving students for a term. In the year under review, a new 
system of lending some books for one day’s use was adopted. 

Bazm-e-Adab : — Its activities included the celebrations of the Iqbal 
Day and the Prophet’s Birthday and the holding of a Mushaira. 

The Social Gathering : — The Thirty-sixth Social Gathering of past 
and present students of the College was held on the 27th and 28th 
January, 1940. An elaborate and varied programme was cairied 
through, which included an address by Justice Reghe of the Indore 
High Court, various games and sports tournaments, Camp Fire, and 
Fancy Dress Show, a Marathi Drama, a Variety Entertainment organis- 
ed by girl students (including a one-act drama “Do It Now”), and 
Dinner. 

Games: - As usual the College provided games in Cricket, Hockey, 
Tennis, Football, Volley-ball. At>a-patya, and Badminton. The team- 
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games was played as a regular and daily feature of College work under 
the supervision of the members of the staff. A number of tournaments 
was held in the College and our teams also took part in the local 
tournaments. In the Agra University Sports Tournaments our College 
stood third, and individual sportsmen distinguished themselves. 

His Highness’s Birthday: This was celebrated as usual with due 
eclat and the programme included handicap tournaments, sports, etc. 

The Debating Societies, the Saturday Club, etc., had their regular 
work. Two issues of the Magazine were published. 

Deputations: Prof. S. N. Dhar was deputed to re- 
present the State at the Indian History Congress held at 
Calcutta in December, 1939. He read a paper at the 
Congress entitled “ The Arab Conquest of Sindh ", on 
which there was a discussion. Profs. J. P. Singhal and 
N. S. Padmanabhan were also deputed to and attended 
the Indian Economic Conference and the Indian Science 
Congress respectively. 

The Buildings : The new buildings for the Chemistry 
Department for which a sum of Rs. 13,800 was sanctioned 
by the Government in 1938 has now been completed. It 
has given ample room for the M.Sc. and B.Sc. practical 
work and a well-lighted balance room, and as such has 
substantially increased the usefulness of College activities. 
Government have further sanctioned Rs. 2,000 for the 
equipment of the new laboratory. 

Government have also sanctioned Rs. 35,000 for the 
construction of three lecture rooms and six tutorial rooms, 
though work has been postponed on account of the 
abnormal conditions created by the outbreak of war. 

Celebration of the 50th year of the College : It 
was decided to celebrate the 50th Year of the College in 
January, 1941, in a suitable manner. Government have 
sanctioned Rs. 2,200 for its expenses. 

Miscellaneous: (i) The Boarders celebrated the 
Hostel Day with a varied programme on 18th February, 
1940. 

(it) The prizes for Academic distinctions and sports 
were given away in February, 1940. 

(tit) The Staff Club organised a number of entertain- 
ments including a trip to Yeshwantnagar, and a farewell 
dinner to Prof. Shrikhande.

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7.— SANATANA DHARMA COLLEGE, CAWNPORE. 

Strength: The number of students on the rolls o-f 
the College as on the 31st March, 1940, was 624 — 433 in 
Commerce Section and 191 in Arts and Law Sections. 

Staff : Therfe was no change in the Staff except that 
Mr. S. R. Rallani, B.Com. Hons. (Birm.) was appointed 
Head of the Commerce Department and Vice- Principal 
of the College and Mr. C. L. Mehrolra, M.A. r B.Com r 
was appointed as Lecturer in Commerce. 

Games and Physical Exercises: Efforts have been 
made to make games compulsory for hostel inmates. Our 
students won several shields and took part in many 
tournaments. 

Examination Results : The results of the College 
were excellent. The first position in the U. P. Board in 
the Intermediate in Commerce Examination was won by 
our student while 2nd, 3rd and 4tli positions at the 
B. Com. Examinations came to our students. In B.Ar 
there were two first divisioners from this college. In M.A- 
and LL.B. Examinations, our results were very good. 

Hostels: The hostels were full to their extent. We 
took another building to house the increased number of 
students. The health and general condition of hostel 
inmates was quite satisfactory. 

Scholarship and Concessions : In addition to the 
merit scholarships granted to students by the Governmen- 
and the Agra University, a very large number of scholar, 
ships were granted by the College out of donations received 
for this purpose. About 100 students were thus helped. 
Likewise concessions in fees were granted to the full 
extent according to the rules. 

Extra-Academic Activities: Gentlemen of all-India 
fame were invited to deliver their learned lectures to the 
students. Both an All-India and Provincial Debates were 
arranged by the College Union which were very successful. 

Library and Commercial Museum : New and fresh 
books pertaining to every section were added. The 
Library contains some of the best books available. 
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The Museum has been re-arranged and a number of 
exhibits were added to it. 

The U. P. Government continued to give us recurring 
grant to the College. 

The new class rooms built last year were properly 
equipped with furniture and ceiling fans, etc., and thus 
completed in every respect.

Exclusive of 40 Law students, there were 140 students 
out of 782 (i.e., about 14 9 per cent.) who took up 
Science as their course of study. There were 2 Indian 
Christians, 226 Moslems, 554 Hindus of whom 5 were 
Hindu girls, and 3 of Scheduled Castes. Besides 'these, 
there were about 50 students in the Business Department 
which is incorporated in the College. 
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Scholarships: During the year under review, 150 
students (i.e., 20’2 per cent.) received scholarships, 

stipends or concessions in fee. There were 14 Government 
scholarship-holders and stipendaries. The 13 Endowed 
and 34 other scholarships and 87 Half-rateships, Brother- 
Concessions and Special Stipends are not sufficient for our 
demand. 

Staff: The staff numbered 43 against 40 of 1939. 
One permanent Lecturer in Civics was appointed and the 
services of two .temporary Lecturers in English were 
retained. 

Tutorial System: Owing to financial stringency 
temporary tutors in English were removed, but the services 
of two were retained for Urdu and Economics, and they 
were styled Assistant Lecturers.

The results were, on the whole, satisfactory. Six 
students were placed in the First Division,— 4 in LL.B., 
1 in M.A. (Maths.) and 1 in B.Sc., standing second in the 
University. 
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Scientific and Economics Tours: Students of these 
Societies went on tour to places of interest and industry, 
and visited firms and farms, commercial air ports and 
centres of industrial organisation. 

Games and Sports : Hockey, Football, Cricket, 
Lawn Tennis, Badminton and Volley-ball were played with 
energy and zeal. The College conducted 6 Divisional or 
Provincial Tournaments — 2 in Football, 1 in Badminton, 

1 in Lawn Tennis, 1 in Cricket and 1 in Hockey. Besides 
these there were Inter-Class and Inter- Year Tournaments 
and Compulsory Games. For years, the College has been 
the nucleus of the District Sports Association. Referees 
and Umpires are trained and tested on the College grounds. 
Another pavilion, called the “ Barron Hall ”, has been 
constructed and two more rooms have been added to . the 
u Nethersole Games Pavilion. ” 

Societies: The Scientific, the English Literary, the 
Hindi Pracharini , the Anjuman Tarraqi-e-Urda, the 
Philosophical, the Economics and Civics Societies func- 
tioned fairly well. The Law and the Commerce Associa- 
tions were almost dead. The Kavi Sammelan , the 
Kavi Durbar and the Mnshaira were a thorough success. 
The College Union due to irresponsible outside influences 
and passionate partisanship lay asphyxiated. Consequently 
the Annual Drama which is for the benefit of the Poor, 
Students' Fund could not be staged. 

The Social Service League has been doing useful 
humanitarian work. It (1) holds Night classes, (2) assists 
the public in Melas and Asnaris, (3) trains students in ren- 
dering First Aid to the Injured, (4) has started a Unit of 
St. John Ambulance Brigade Overseas, (5; dispenses 
medicine in the Infirmary section and (6) helps the Rural 
Uplift Scheme. Seventeen students passed the First Aid 
Examination and were awarded Certificates of Honour. 

It is regrettable that the Old Boys* Association lost 
several of its influential Old Boys. 

The College Magazine comes out, with much regularity, 
thrice in the year. The Editor-in-Chief assisted by an 
Editorial Board works vigorously to bring out the magazine 
regularly. 
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The Music Class was somewhat better this year than 
it had been in the past. 

Hostels: There were 91 students in residence by 
the middle of July, but by February the number, as usual, 
dropped to 85. The Hostel activities went on satisfactorily. 
The discipline was fairly good. There were no cases of 
serious illness. Another hostel consisting of 20 rooms and 
a spacious Common Room has been constructed for higher 
class students. 

Library: The Library has been growing steadily. 
697 volumes were added in 1939-1940 and thus the total 
number came up to 12,785. VVe subscribe tc journals 
and transactions of various learned Societies. The College 
spent Rs. 2,782/7/ 11 on new books and journals. 

Students’ Common-Room : The Students’ Common 
Room worked satisfactorily. It is supplied with periodicals 
and newspapers of Literary, Scientific, Commercial and 
General character. The Local and the Central Govern- 
ments very kindly gave us, free of charge, several useful 
and instructive periodicals in Hindi, Urdu and English. 
We subscribe to 58 papers, — 40 in English, 9 in Urdu and 
9 in Hindi and spend annually about Rs. 700 over the 
Common Room. 

Finances: In 1939-1940, the College started with an 
accummulated deficit balance of Rs. 13,711-14-0 and 
closed with a total debit balance of Rs. 16,031-1-4. 
We met this temporary deficit, at present, by a loan from 
the Post-Graduate Classes Fund, pending the final recoup- 
ment by the Education Department. The Managing 
Committee of the College has been devising ways and 
means to meet effectively its obligations to the teachers 
employed and appeals to the Education Department to come 
to its assistance by sanctioning an increased Maintenance 
Grant.

Examinations : The results of the University Exa- 
minations were good. Twenty-two passed out of thirty-six 
at the B.A. and 17 out of 19 at the B.Sc. One of the B.A. 
students was awarded a post-graduate scholarship. 

Athletics: The College achieved the distinction of 
securing the Championship Shield at the Annual Univer- 
sity Sports held in Agra. The individual Champion was 
also from the College. Baldeo Singh of the College was 
declared the Olympic Hero for 1939 in the Annual Sports 
held at Ajmer underdhe auspices of theRajputana Olympic 
Association. A new Sports Pavilion has been construc- 
ted in the College by donations from Old Boys of the 
College and will soon be in occupation. 

Societies: A large number of Societies, including the 
College Union, worked actively during the year. Students 
of the College distinguished themselves in the Rajputana 
Inter-College Speaking Competitions held at Kotah and 
also at the St. John’s and Agra College in Agra. 

Library and Reading Room: The Library and 
Reading Room were kept in a high state of efficiency, as 
usual. The total number of books at the end of the session 
exceeded 10,500 and the number of books issued during the 
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year was 10,401 working to an average of 34 books per stu- 
dent. The Reading Room, maintained entirely by subscrip- 
tions of students, was in receipt of a large number of 
magazines and journals and was quite popular. 

Hostel: The number of students in the hostel during 
the year was 34. The number of local students has been 
steadily increasing during the last few years and there is 
a tendency for the number of students to decrease in the 
hostel. The additional Civil Surgeon, Ajmer, is in 
medical charge of the hostel, who also conducts the 
annual medical inspection of the students. 

Finance: The total expenditure of the College during 
the year was Rs. 87,731, the fee-income being Rs. 25,482 
and income from other sources being Rs. 2,472. The net 
cost to the Government was Rs. 59 ,777, only. 

General: The undersigned remained in charge of the 
institution during the whole year. Rao Saheb Professor 
K. S. Mankar, an officer in the Indian Army Reserve, was 
summoned for military duties soon after the outbreak of 
the War and temporary arrangements have been made for 
filling the place. A notable addition to the staff during 
the year was the appointment of Dr. B. Ramamurti D.Sc. 
as Professor of Mathematics in place of Professor Bisham- 
bhar Prasad, retired. Dr. Ramamurti is a distinguished 
product of the Madras University having to his credit not 
only several mathematical papers bpt also considerable 
teaching experience at the Annamalai University.

Four students obtained a first 
class at the M. A. Examination in Economics standing first, 
second and third in order of merit in the University. At the 
B.Sc Examination, one student obtained a first class winning 
the University scholarship of Rs. 30 p. m.

Tutor System introduced last year, continued to work 
satisfactorily. 

Library: The Library contains 8,011 books, of which 
282 were added during the year 1939-40. 

College Societies: The usual activities of various 
societies were maintained. The special feature of the year 
was a very successful Kavi Sammelan held in November, 
1939. The usual standard of games was maintained and 
Class-Tournaments held in all games. 
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Hostel: was well filled. 

Finances: Since a fewer students withdrew from the 
College during 1939-40 than in previous year, the College 
did not face as big a deficit, as was anticipated. All 
the same financial difficulties continue to persist and 
hinder many very urgent developments from being under- 
taken.

Staff and Instruction. In May 1939, Mr. P. S. 
Wright, Professor of History, left the College to take up 
service under the Mysore Government. Mr. L. K. Tripathi, 
M.A. (Allahabad), who has been lecturer in this College 
for 17 years, was appointed Professor of History in July 
1939. The vacancy caused in August 1939 by the depar- 
ture of Mr. D. Donahue, Professor of English, was filled 
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by the appointment of Rev. R. C. Llewelyn, m.a. (Cantab.). 
Mrs. Z. Ilahibaksh, Lecturer, left for England in August 
1939, on study leave. Mr. M. L. Vidyarthi, m.a. (Agra), 
l.t. (Allahabad), was temporarily appointed lecturer in 
History. 

Mr. L. K. Tripathi was appointed Librarian in place 
of Mr. P. S. Wright, while Mr. W. Adiseshiah was appoin- 
ted Editor of the College Magazine in place of Mr. D. 
Donahue. Mr. W. N. David, Assistant Librarian, under- 
went a course of six months training at the Imperial 
Library, Calcutta. The D.Sc. degree was conferred by 
the Allahabad University on Mr. J. L. Sharma, Lecturer in 
Mathematics, on the approval of a research thesis submitted 
by him. 

College has now been recognised in Urdu up to the 
B.A. standard. Classes in Urdu for students reading in 
the First Year B.A. and in Political Science for the M.A. 
Previous were started at the beginning of the session. 

Regular written work in English for all classes was 
done throughout the year. 

Examination Results. In the Intermediate Examina- 
tion of 1939, 72 appeared and 51 passed. Of the four who 
passed in the First Division, two secured distinction in one 
subject, one in two subjects and one in three subjects. 
The latter student stood first in the Province and was 
awarded a Government scholarship. The quality of the 
results has been highly satisfactory. 

In the B.A. Examination for 1939, 41 appeared and 
29 passed. Of these, one passed in the First Division and 
eleven in the Second Division. The former stood fifth in 
the University and obtained a University scholarship for 
Post-graduate study. 

At the M.A. and M.Sc. Previous Examination in 
Mathematics, five appeared and one passed, while in the 
Final Examination, four appeared and one passed. 

Hostel: The number of students residing in the hostel 
was 46. The Hostel Union has had its usual round of social 
and literary activities. Indoor games, Magazines and 
Periodicals were provided for the Common Room. 
Three members of the staff are in residence at the hostel. 
The hostel garden has been considerably improved and 
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the open space in the various “ Courts ” has been turfed. 
The hostel building was repaired during the year and the 
tiled roof on the upper storey was replaced by a terraced 
roof. 

Athletics : Games and Sports received due attention, 
and the usual interest was taken by staff and students alike. 
The College Cricket team won the Halim Cricket Challenge 
Shield Tournment. Several members of the College sports 
team acquitted themselves creditably in the District and 
Provincial Olympic Meets, the Tri-College Meet and the 
Agra University Sports. 

Most of the students of the College were medically 
examined by Dr. Shartna, a local medical practitioner. 
Repons of medical examination were entered in the tutorial 
registers. 

A division of St. John’s Ambulance Association has 
been formed in the College. There are 29 men and three 
officers in the division at present. Two officers and 9 men 
attended the Provincial training camp held at Chilawan 
during the Christmas holidays. All the members of the 
division have passed the First Aid test and have been 
awarded certificates. 

Library: The total number of books added to the 
College library during the year was 416, the expense 
incurred being Rs. 923. 

Literary and Social Activities : Some of the literary 
societies did good work during the year. The Bazm-i-adab 
held its annual “ Mushaira ” during December. A * Kavi 
Sammelan ’ was organised by the Hindi Sahitya Parishad 
about the same time. In connection with the social gather- 
ing, a variety entertainment was held in the College hall 
on December 22. The Annual College Dinner had to be 
cancelled owing to communal differences. 

College participated in the * Literacy Day ’ celebrations 
in February 19-10. A literacy class was. also maintained 
for a few months for College and Hostel servants. 

Discipline : On the whole discipline within the College 
has shown some improvement during the year.

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14.— JASWANT COLLEGE, JODHPUR. 

Numbers: The numbers admitted in July 1939 were 

Intermediate classes 216; B.A. classes 94; of these 3 
were girls. 

Staff and Instruction: Two more lecturers, one in 
English and another in Commerce, were added to the exist- 
ing staff to cope with increased numbers. 

Tutorial work was done better and instead of the 
lecture system in vogue for the last many years, the 
Readers were asked to give as few lectures as possible 
and instead guide the students in the study of problems 
pertaining to their subjects in the class, during the double 
periods provided for every subject in the time-table. The 
Reader moved about in his class watching the work of 
students and solving their difficulties. Most of the 
Readers report that the method is helping students to be 
more self-taught and induces them to think They 
believe in a few years it would give better results than the 
old method of lecturing, taking down notes and cramming. 
The experiment is being carefully watched and if honestly 
worked will set a good example in proper methods of 
instruction and guidance to students. 

Extra Curricular Activities: To increase the interest 
of students in subjects outside their routine curriculum and 
to take interest in problems of life one or two lectures 
were given every week in the evenings by members of the 
staff and outside people on political, religious, social and 
economic problems and hygienic conditions of living. As 
there is no hall the lectures were arranged either in the 
Gymnasium or in the physics lecture room both of which 
are unsuited for the purpose.

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Medical Inspection and Treatment: As usual the 
students were examined twice. The presence of a dispen- 
sary near the College is a boon which the students have 
learnt to appreciate. 

Measures for Health, Physical Education and Games 1 
Tiffin was regularly provided in the rest interval. The 
experiment has succeeded. But as pointed out last year 
it is necessary to provide a clean platform with a shade 
overhead to enable the students to sit down while partaking 
the meal. 

The Physical Instructor devoted a part of his time to 
lectures in Physiology and Hygiene to all classes and to 
gymnastics work on three evenings every week. 

Games were played regularly on all working days. 
90 per cent of the students were regular* 

The College had good luck in the Rajputana States 
Inter-College tournament and brought in five trophies: 
The General Championship and sports championship cups, 
the Tennis and the Hindi and English Debates cups. 

Social Activities : The music club worked as usual and 
was supported by the games fund. Both the Annual 
Excursion and the Annual Dinner organized in co-operation 
with the Old Boys were great success. On the Social 
Gathering Day several entertainments in drama, dance and 
music were given and were well appreciated by the officers 
and the gentry who attended the function. 

The Readers club functioned well. The social life of 
the College is full and varied and produces the feeling of 
brotherhood and solidarity which are very good features of 
the institution. 

Library, Reading Room, and College Magazine: 
The accommodation in the library is very short. To meet 
with the difficulty the class libraries are now permanently 
located in the class rooms. * 

The Reading room is well supplied and well utilised 
by the students. 

The College magazine was published twice. The 
contributions have improved in quality. 
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Hostels: The number admitted to the hostels was 42. 
A new building to accommodate 48 boarders is under 
construction and will be completed by January 1941.

15. - AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, CAVVNPORE. 

Session: The College session began on the 5th July 
1939 and ended on the 4ih May 1940. 

Number: The number of students on the roll during 
the session was 253, of whom 167 were for the I. Ag. and 
86 for the B.Sc. (Ag.) classes. The Government of 
Bihar deputed 10 stipendiary students as in previous year 
for training for th# B.Sc. (Ag.) Degree course. One of 
whom was a B.Sc. (Honours in Chemistry) of the Patna 
University and the rest had already passed 1. Sc. They 
all joined the first year Intermediate Agriculture Class. 

Scholarships and Prizes : 1 7 students were awarded 

merit scholarships, 30 received stipends, and 50 were gran- 
ted remission of fees by the College. One student who 
stood first in the I. Ag. Examination, received the Govern- 
ment Merit Scholarship of Rs. 20 p. m. from the Edu- 
cation Department. 26 students were awarded scholar- 
ships by the Agra Province Zamindars Association, other 
similar associations and District Boards. Besides these, 
a number of class prizes and five medals endowed for the 
College were awarded to qualified students. 

Examination Results : 37 students appeared for the 
B.Sc. (Ag.), final examination, 4 of whom passed in the 
1st division, one getting the University merit scholarship, 
24 were placed in the second division and 8 only in the 
third. In the I. Ag. examination 86 students appeared, 
of whom 12 passed in the 1st division, 52 in the second 
and 6 in the third division. 

Staff : In view of the expansion of the College, the 
Government sanctioned one additional post of lecturer, two 
of demonstrators and one of building overseer, besides some 
posts of inferior servants. 
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Library: Out of the grant of Rs. 5,000 for the 
purchase of books and periodicals, a good number of books 
were added. The preparation of card catalogue is progres- 
sing -.atisfactorily. 

Hostels: There were 234 students in residence in the 
hostels during the session. As the new hostel was still 
under construction and there was no more accommodation 
available in the old hostels, 19 students were permitted to 
reside with the members of staff in the College premises 
or with their guardians living nearby. All the old hostels 
were electrified. 

Health: The health of the students remained satis- 
factory. Dr. Man Singh, M.B., B.S., attended the 
College dispensary every day throughout the year. A few 
cases of serious illness which could not be attended to 
properly in the College dispensary wire admitted as in- 
patients in the Ursula Memorial Hospital. Whenever 
required the ambulance car of the neighbouring Municipal 
Hospital was requisitioned. The students now manage 
their own messes. A senior member of the teaching staff 
who is also one of the Superintendents of the Hostels con- 
tinued to be the Mess Superintendent to guide and help the 
students in their messing arrangements. 

Games and Athletics: Games and sports were in 
charge of Mr. P. R. Mehta, Assistant Professor of Botany, 
who was assisted by another member of the staff, Mr. 
Amar Singh. Two students joined the camp for training 
in athletics at Sat Tal and did very well and won many 
prizes. The College also sent representatives to District 
Olympic Sports, Cawnpore, who won distinctions in a num- 
ber of events. 

Literary and Social Activities: The Students' 
Union started a College magazine entitled “The Agricul- 
tural College Students' Union Magazine", and published 
three issues during the session. It was very favourably 
received including a notice of appreciation in the “Indian 
Farming" issued by the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research. The first editorial board consisted of three 
Student representatives with a member of the staff as its 
Chairman. Reading Room with its attached library 
maintained by the Studetns' Union continued to serve the 
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useful purpose of developing the habit of extra curricular 
study. The radio receiver installed in the Reading Room 
was much in use by the students as recreation. 

The Science Society of the Union invited eminent 
persons including Sir Radha Krishnan and Mr. Boshi Sen 
of Vivekanand Laboratory of Almorah to address the 
students on technical and current subjects. The students 
enthusiastically participated in the movement calculated 
for social up lift of masses. 

A very useful special course of lectures on Co-opera- 
tion was kindly arranged by the Registrar, Co-operative 
Societies, for the IV year students. The lectures were 
followed by visits to Co-operative Unions. 

The social activities were in charge of the elected 
General Secretary of the Students' Union. He was assist- 
ed by three other Secretaries who were also elected. The 
four Secretaries together with the four class representatives 
constituted the “Cabinet” of the Students' LTnion.

The number of students on rolls at the beginning of 
the session was 157. 

Staff : At the end of the last academic year Principal, 
Mr. M. N. Tolani, was promoted as the Director of Educa- 
tion, Bikaner, and in his place Mr. T. C. Mathew, Senior 
Professor of English, acted as Principal. Mr. R. R. 
Agarvval, Assistant Professor of Philosophy, acted as 
Professor of Philosophy and Mr. R. L. G. Shah was tem- 
porarily appointed as Assistant Professor of Philosophy.

Tutorial Classes: Tutorial classes in all the subjects 
have been made a permanent feature of the College. 
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Athletic Activities : Attendance at Drill and Games 
was compulsory as in the past. The College took part in 
the various tournaments. Among the trophies won was the 
Challange Shield of the Rajputana Inter. College Tourna- 
ment. 

General Knowledge Lectures : These lectures were 
held on every Saturday and were delivered by the members 
of the Staff on different interesting topics. A General 
Knowledge examination was held and two prizes were award- 
ed to the two students who secured first and second 
positions. 

Literary and Social Activities : Useful Hindi and 
English debates were held on Wednesdays under ,the 
auspices of the College Union. The English Literary 
Society, the Sanskrit Society and the Hindi Society carried 
on their normal activities. The excursions and College 
-dinners continued as usual 

The College Dramatic Society put on Boards 
Dwijendra Lai Roy’s ‘Shah Jahan’ and gave away the net 
proceeds which amounted to Rs. 500 to the Bikaner Famine 
Relief Fund. 

Library and Reading Room: New books worth 
Rs. 1,200 were added to the Library. The number of 
volumes at the end of the session was 4,075. In addition 
to this, orders have been placed for Science books to the 
value of Rs. 1,500 from a Special Government grant 

Results : At the Intermediate and B.A. examinations 
the College fared well as in the past. 78'3 per cent of the 
students sent up for the Intermediate examination and 66'7 
per cent of those sent up for B. A. examination were 
successful. 

Hostel: The College Hostel continued to be under 
the wardenship of Dr. A. L. Srivastava.
